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Dr. OGILVIE'S PRESENTATION. 



La.st Saturday the Mitchell Hall contained a unique 
gathering. From many parts the students of Dr. Joseph 
Ogilvi*' Leathered to do him honour. It was no formal meeting; 
no 01.0 wc lit to it because they were forced to do so for politic 
reas'»iiS. All were there because thev loved the old man under 
whom thf-v had sat, because thev deliirhted to see and hear him 
again. The .^peeohes were lengthy, and sometimes even prosy, 
but no one minded. We sat and listened patiently. To Mr. 
Andrew, H.M.C.I.S., I give the palm as having made the most 
rou.sing speech. It was so honest, so genuine, so hearty, that 
the audience were quite carried away by it. Mr. C. Macgregor, 
however, made the speech most enjoyed by the students. His 
ely allusions to the Rector's '* little ways" in dealing with un- 
prepared pupils brouirht down the house. They recalled many 
an uncomfortable moment for the majority of us. Congratula- 
tions to Mr. C. Macgregor. He is a capital platform speaker. 
One of the most amusing incidents of the meeting was the up- 
rising of Mrs. Ogilvie, after declining to reply for her own 
presentation, and commanding the Rector to stop speaking 
about her. 

The second part of thi^ proceedings after the presentations 
took place was quite as interesting as the first.
